Claims 43-48 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while the 
parallelogram orientation of the axes is not particularly complicated, the prior art does not 
include this arrangement. Typically, the arrangement of axes in the prior art is such that the 
transmission member has a mechanical advantage that it would not have in the parallelogram 
arrangement, and/or a shorter length than is required by the parallelogram arrangement, for 
example. Because the prior art devices are capable of functioning properly already; because 
rearranging existing structure to meet claim recitations would unnecessarily complicate the 
structure; and because the prior art is void of any teaching of an advantage to this 
reconfiguration, rearrangement of existing structure to meet claim recitations is not within 
ordinary skill in the art.
